Dear Dr. Cadman:— 


This is in reply to your personal let- 
ter of recent date in which you men- 
tioned a past contribution of mine, 
and your form letter dated December 
‘8th in which you indicate that further 
contributions would be welcome. 

I am going to be very frank with 
you in this letter, Dr Cadman, because 
I am convinced there never was a time 
when absolute frankness was more 
needed.

A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


ENVELOPE PLAN IS PAY-AS-YOU-GO WAY 
but the things material 
and their maintenance 


Religion is for the soul, true 
required for its practice cost money, 
should be put on a paying basis. 

The smallest Liberty Loan during the war called forth 
sufficient money to buy all Catholic Church property nine 
times over. Loyalty to God, therefore, is a poor second to 
“ Joyalty to country. A four per cent in “coin of the realm” is 
so much more attractive than the “treasures of Heaven.” 

The Church collection gets some of the people's quarters 
and halves, but how few as compared to the movies! 

Religion costs the least of anything valuable offered to 
the people. If they did not postpone the payment of their 
church dues until the end of the year, when it becomes neces- 
sary to defray them by one act, they would never feel that 


; they give to religion. 
' 


If you paid your meat bill, or your egg bill, or even your 


‘ butter bill, only once a year, you would be surprised how 


much more any one of these items costs than your church ob- 
ligations. 

“Pay as you go” in supporting the church and school 
and the maintenance of religion will be no burden at all. 

One of the reasons which leads people to imagine that it 
costs cofisiderable to be a church member is that they must 
listen to many appeals to “pay up.” Pay as you go, and no 
money appeals will be necessary. 

By what consistency do people want their pastor to live 
and keep things going by begging? They, every one of them, 


want their pay in recognition of their services. They want 


their envelope, containing pay up to the last hour of service 
rendered, given them every week, or fort-nightly, or monthly. 
The priest, whose apprenticeship lasted too long for him to 
be regarded as a ‘cheap man,” is the only person, who often 
must wait until the end of the year for his slim allowance. 

You would like your priest to be spiritual and engage 
himself wholly in things spiritual. The priest, more than you, 
longs for this same thing. Then it is bad enough for you to 
burden him with a financial! responsibility without expecting 
him to create the money needed to meet it

study and meditation. It would at 
‘least place the prospective convert 
minister on the same plane with the 
layman convert, for the latter really 
doesn’t have to give up one’s legiti- 
_mate occupation, in order to become a 
member of “His Body.” 

For one I'll give whatever financial 
aid I can to such a cause (I may not 
be able t} contribute very much but 
am anxious to do whatever I can) and 
will send my little mite as soon as you 
inform me the movement is actually 
taking form, and will undertake to 
make some little contribution each 
year. This should be a fund to which 
converts especially would contribute, 
|as they do know the desolateness of 
|\the soul, especially of educated ones 
outside the “Fold;” and especially to 
hasten the time, when there may be 
but one Fold and one Shepherd.
